Scattered throughout the country nre
thousands of places wlure a motor truck
service would prove a profitable Invest-
ment, particularly In thoi-- e sections
poorly served by the railroads.'

In this conntrv the railroads were
simply flooded with traffic; they couldn't
begin to handle the volume. They were
submerged. Moreover, they dlrcovered
thai their short hauls were unpt olltable ;

that the only traffic .they could handle
at a profit was the long distance haul.
On tho other hand, the truck owner,
driven to It by circumstances lieyond
his control, began to convey both freight
and express consignments by truck. Ho
was surprised to find that he could do It
nt a profit, and that he could run his
trucks on schedule tlmo time.

At first, of course, the truck owner ex-
pected great hostility on the pnrt of tho
railroads. Possibly thero was some such
feeling for a while; but the truck owner
presently became aware that the rail-
roads, Instead of objecting tn( truck
traffic, were to welcome It as
an to their own systems.

A study made by Mr. McAdoo's

admlnlstiatlon experts has shown that
It rarely. If ever, pays tho railroads to
hanilbi short hauls. During tho war. by
cooperation and mutual consent. wu havo
transferred much of this short haul
traffic to the highways. As a result
fielght can. within reasonable limits,
be hauled from the door of the to
tho door of the consignee more
than any railroad can carry It. As a
cons, quence. too. the railroads will
hardly build more feeder lines ; In fact,
the State of Kama has about decided
not to build any more IntersuburbJn
traction line-- . The analysis made by
the llallroad proves that
most of these feeder lines never have
paid and were nil tho while economic-
ally umiouml. The feeder lines of tho
future will largely be highway transport
vehicles, gasolene driven, running over
Improved roads from the
venders to the points of tho
railroads, trolleys and Inland water-
ways, thus developing the on u
broader scale and finally tying up every

conter with an ultimate out-
let.

The of motor truck trans-
port has tu do with the rehnn lllng of
roods. The cost of Is he- -
coming one of the great problems of all
transportation experts. ltehandllng In
volves more labor, damiiK" to
goods, and delay. Within
